New' Orleans, Sept 20.—After at¬ 
taining a velocity of sixty miles an 
hour at New Orleans at 7 o’clock to¬ 
night. the West Indian hurricane, 
which struck the Louisiana and Mis¬ 
sissippi gulf coast, has been reduced at 
a late hour to-night in Its intensity. 

It left in its wake four dead at New 
Orleans, and perhaps others along the 
gulf coast, though no definite advice 
of mortality in other sections have thus 
far been received here. 

The property loss in New Orleans 
will exceed 1100.000. and many houses 
were unroofed and frail buildings In 
numerous Instances were partially de¬ 
stroyed.

TRAFFIC BLOCKED. 


Illinois Central Tracks Under Water 
In Far South. 

Memphis. Tenn., Sept. 20.—Fragment¬ 
ary reports from points In Southern 
Louisiana and Mississippi evidence 
that a aevete tropical hurricane Is 
sweeping along the Misalsalppi-LoulsL 
and gulf coast to-night, damaging ship¬ 
ping. wrecking the more frail struc¬ 
tures and seriously Impeding railroad 
traffic. New* Orleans, apparently the 
storm center, has been cut off from 
communication since 4:30 this after¬ 
noon. 

At the office of the Illinois Central 
railroad here announcement was made 
that train No. 6 of that road, known 
as the Chicago fast mall, and due to 
l^ave New Orleans at 4:30 this after¬ 
noon. had been detoured over the tracks 
of the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
route via Baton Rouge, the tracks of 
the Illinois Central route between New 
Orleans and Kenner being under water 
and many miles of trackage washed 
away. Tho Chicago limited, leaving at 
7:30 to-night, was detoured over the 
same route. 

From Biloxi and Scranton, on the 
gulf coast of Mississippi, meager re¬ 
ports tell of the damage to shipping 
and to buildings along the beach and. 
so far as can be ascertained at this 
hour, there has been one life lost, 

Natchez, Miss., is cut off from com¬ 
munication by wire. Before communi¬ 
cation was lost the wind had attained 
a velocity of fifty miles an hour, the 
power plant was out of commission, 
putting the city In darkness. A num¬ 
ber of trees were uprooted and several 
buildings unroofed. 

Along the Texas coast no damage 
has, so far. been reported, and this sec¬ 
tion apparently has escaped the force 
of the storm. In Western Louisiana, 
at Crowley and Jennings, considerable 
property damage has resulted. The 
greatest damage is to the rice crops. 
Two*third* of the unharvested crop 
is believed to have been ruined. 

Although it had been raining heavily 
at Now Orleans through last night, 
there were n u indications of a gale 
further than might be deduced from a 
falling barometer, till about 9:30 o'clock 
this morning when the gulf wind, great 
in Us Intensity, swept over the city. 

The gulf waters from I-ake Borgnc 
were added to tho volume of the flood, 
and when the latest dispatches came 
out of New Orleans there were outlying 
parts of that city covered with water, 
while the wind* had damaged several 
buildings. 

Throughout the day this heavy wind 
was maintained, but apparently it was 
not destructive In Its force until lute 
in the afternoon, when It swept across 
the country. The direction of the wind 
wus nortlnvesterly. Its area was 
great, for It reached far up to the 
northernmost line of Louisiana, east of 
the Mississippi River, and whereas an 
early blow had destroyed the tracks 
of the Louisville and Nashville road 
along the coast east from New' Orleans, 
This latter gust wiped out the tracks 
of the Illinois Central north of the Iso¬ 
lated city. 

Houston and Galveston. Tex., report 
that throughout tho afternoon they 
hove been unable to get communica¬ 
tion with New Orleans. Thus It ap¬ 
pears that while the Investment of New 
Orleans by the forces of the storm 
began early, the process was not 
complete until 4:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon, though occasional wires still 
remained standing as late as 6:30 


Avalon, Catalina Island, Cal., Sept.

FIRST SESSION IN THE NEW 
CAPITOL. 


GOV. WILLSON IS PRESENT. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Sept. 20.—(Special ) 
—In the presence 200 lawyers, women 
and laymen, the Court of Appeals be¬ 
gan its fall term to-day In the splendid 
new courtroom In the new Capitol, 
Judge Thomas J. Nunn presided and 
began hia term as Chief Justice of the 
State.

ATTENDS BANQUET AT NIGHT. 


Mmnha. Neb- Sept. 20.—President 
Taft, leaving tho insurgent” States of 
Minnesota and Iowa behind him. 
crowed rhe Missouri River to-day and 
stopped in Omaha for Che afternoon 
and evening on his way to the Paclfiq 
coast. 

The President found Omaha in tho 
throes of a givat street-car strike. To 
avoid the possibility of trouble. Maypr 
James C. Dahl man ordered all attempts 
to run cars during the President’s stay 
called off. The strike did not prevent 
the gathering of a great crowd In the 
downtown districts, and there were 
times when the President’s automobile 
had difficulty in making its way 
through the cheering throng. 

• • • 

Greeted By School Children. 

The President, arriving at 4:30 
o’clock, was taken for an hour’s ride 
through the streets and parks of the 
city. He passed nearly every school 
bunding in Omaho. and received a* joy¬ 
ous greeting from tho Uttle children 
who stood in front, waving flags and 
cheering their loudest. Tho greetings 
lie has received from the school chil¬ 
dren in every city visited has Impressed 
Mr. Taft more deeply than any other 
feature of his trip. 

To-night the President was a guest 
of the Knights of Ak Sar Ben at a quiet 
dinner at the Omaha Club, and after¬ 
ward was taken out to the "den” of this 
organisation, where he addressed one 
of the famous initiation festivals. The 
President thoroughly enjoyed the even¬ 
ing of gayety. the pranks and the tricks 
that were played upon the unsuspecting 
novices. 

Afterward he made a brief address, 
in which he expressed his gratification 
for the greeting he had received and 
his enjoyment from the entertainment 
arranged In his honor.

Discusses Interstate Commerce. 

At Des Moines to-day the President 
delivered the second of the important 
declarations of policy he has outlined 
for hts trip. Having disposed of his 
views on the tariff at Winona, the Pres¬ 
ident addressed himself to-day to the 
Interstate commerce and anti-trust 
laws, and detailed at length the recom¬ 
mendations for amendments to these 
statutes that he will make to Congress 
In ins message of December next. At 
Denver to-morrow night Mr. Taft prob¬ 
ably will discuss the conservation of 
national resources. 

In his speech at Den Moines Presi¬ 
dent Tart Mild; 

•‘Fellow-citizens of Iowa. I have, great 
pleasure in meeting such a concourse of 
cltteens of one of the most purely agricul- 
al States in the t *nlon—uqe which has en¬ 
joyed to the full the prosperity which has 
come to the man who has Invested hi* 
money and his labor in the farm for the 
last decade. 

“lowu has come to be a State in which 
there Is great Independence of view, and 
In which the voter* exercise intelligent 
discrimination with reference to candi¬ 
dates and policies that keep* those who 
are looking for political victories in a con¬ 
stant stale of doubt and anxiety. 

“The last general election was held in 
November of 1908, and resulted In the 
euocess of the Republican party In the na¬ 
tional contest. In both chambers of Coil- 
grqs* the Republicans have a majority 
and they have the President. 

• • • 

Avoids Talking of Tariff. 


“Looking forward to the legislahon that 
ought tu be expected from that party we 
must refer bock to the platform upon 
which the party was elected. In the ex¬ 
tra session recently olosod a tariff bill 
was passed as was promised In the plat¬ 
form. I do not Intend to dwell upon the 
jrfiuch disputed question whether tnat bill 
compliod with the bill promised, for 1 have 
considered that at soother time and at 
another place. What 1 wish to Invite 
your attention to this morning Is. with the 
tariff bill out of the way for the time, 
what there la for ttic Republican party In 
Congress under the promises of its plat¬ 
form to do In the coming regular session.” 

The President then outlined briefly hia 
well-known position with regard to labor 
unions and dwell upon the necessity of 
passing at the earliest possible moment 
legislation to carry out platform pledges 
as to Injun#! .>ns Unsaid also, that he 
would recommend thW Congress require 
the railroads tu adopt additional safety 
devices to guard the lives of their cm- 

... 

Much Work To Be Done. 


“But the legislation with respect to the 
laborer.’’ continued the President, “ts not 
all the teglatatkMi that the Republican 
party t* pledged to. Indeed, when I look 
forward to the next soaaion and realise 
how much there Is to he considered l 
tremble lest the session will not be long 
enough, and that It will not be possible 
to do all that has been promised” 

Mr. Taft detailed the pnesage of the 
rallwsv rate bills several year* ago. tn 
which the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion was given authority to fix specific 
rates and continued: 

“Th* rate bill has now been In opera¬ 
tion some three yaare and It must be ad¬ 
mitted that it has not furnished the re¬ 
lief against unduly discriminatory’ rates 
with the expedition and effectiveness 
which were expected. The Republican 
pUtfovtn promis'd additional legislation in 
aid of enforcing the interstate commerce 
law. and 1 have been engaged in the con¬ 
sideration of what I ought to recommend 
to Congress.

The Antt-Truat Law. 

“Tills bring* me to the question of Vile 
anti-trust 1ft" While we have not thresh¬ 
ed the whole matter out go as to reach ■ 
definite conclusion. I am strongly Incllnad 
to the view that the way tn make tn© 
anti-trust law more effective is to narrow 
its scope somewhat, so that It shall not 
Include in Its prohibition and denunciation 
as a crime anything but a conspiracy m 
combination or contract entered Into with 
artual intent to monopolise or suppress 
competition*in interstate trade. 

“At file common law nil contracts in 
restraint of trade, except tho*«© which 
were called reasonable, the courts would 
decline to enforce. The anti-trust law do. 


’’This feature of the present anti-trust 
lnw has, it seems to me. Weakened Its 
force, ©©cause It has seemed to bring 
w*itkln th© condemnation Of tha law con¬ 
tracts and other arrangements which Were 
actually Innocent Itkthelr character and 
which were not Vprliffh'd In those v.irioua 
combinations whlfcli it was the real Intent 
of the law to suppress. 

“If th© crimes d*ui“itneeil *n the lnw 
were confined to combinations, conspira¬ 
cies nnd contracts made with Intent to 
monopolise or partially monopolise Inter¬ 
state trade, or to suppress competition In 
interstate trade, th»m the real object vf 
th~ law would com* within Its denuncia¬ 
tion. and no on© could declare Its opinion 
to he unreasonable in that it Included a 
lot of Innocent contracts of nrrangrmcnta. 

“It has been suggested that the law 
ought to limit Its denunciation lo tho£« 
contracts In restraint of trade that are 
unreasonable I do not favor any midi 
limitation. It se«-ma to be proposed to 
leave to the Judges to decide what com¬ 
binations and camrxcts In restraint of 
trade ought to he |M-rmttt«*d to exist and 
to be enforced on general grounds of pub¬

Competition Must Be Free. 


“All combinations to suppress competi¬ 
tion or to maintain a monopoly, In whole 
or in part, of interstate trade, are and 
should ho in violation of the anti-trust 
law and should be punished as su«-h. and 
there is no room for the expression—rea¬ 
sonable or unreasonable—tn thl* general 
view of the'statute. 

“If th© statute were limited to combi¬ 
nation*. conspiracies and contract* to re¬ 
strain trad© with im?nt to monopollxe In¬ 
terstate trade, or with Intent to r-uuprema 
cornpetit! >#t herein, it would pruhably not 
Include within Its denunciation the boy¬ 
cott ©gainst goods going into Interstate 
trade, because such a boycott la a re¬ 
straint against interstate trade with the 
intention to remain It. but It is not a re- 
sralnt of interstate trade with intent, 
either to suppress eompaljtton or to main, 
tain a monopoly of the gofid* with respect 
to which the contract is made. 

• • • 

Labor Unions Escape. 


“I am entirely opposed to excepting 
from the operation of any law of general 
application a class of persons like labor¬ 
ers or workingmen or furmeni or minis¬ 
ters or teachers or lawyer*. Take tho 
present anti-trust law, therefore, and In¬ 
sert a special exception to the applica¬ 
tion of that law by providing tnat it 
should not apply to the trade union »la**, 
and It w'ouid be legislation of the moat 
vicious character, but when you make the 
law apply lo • onspiracie* seeking to 
suppress competition or to monopolise 
the trade, then the labor boycott Is prob¬ 
ably not Included, simply because the 
statute would not seem wide enough to 
Include It in Us scope and this result i* 
obtained without ctaa* legislation at all. 

“I am in favor of this change because 
I believe that the ordinary action In 
equity by Injunction m any pla**e where 
the boycott Is operative can effectively 
accomplish all the purposes that ought to 
be accomplished in the suppression of 
such an evil. On the other hand to ap¬ 
ply the anti-trust l$w for the punw*© of 
suppressing evils growing out of the la¬ 
bor organisation* is to take advantage 
against such unlawful Jabor organisation* 
of the literal terms of a statute which 
probably was not Intended Include that 
which Judicial cobftruetlon could not 
avoid Including within Us words.

Suggests New Bureau. 


“It would probably seem wise to es¬ 
tablish an accusatory bureau In the De¬ 
part m©nt of Justice to institute prosecu¬ 
tions for violation# of the interstate, com- 
mere© law and of the anti-trust law. while 
It would be wise to continue the bureau 
of corporations, ©hlarging its scop© some¬ 
what. perhap#. to maintain the registra¬ 
tion of corporation* and the Investigating 
Into their operufUrp so, far as Interstate 
trade 1* conremrA - , , 

“It lias been <reuM most difficult r-* 
sepaiate the administrative from the 
quasi judicial functions of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, hot ,lt I* thought 
that II would be wise to take away from 
them any responsibility lo regard to th© 
investigation of the validity of their or¬ 
ders befor*' the Interstate Commerce 
Commission court and to leave the main¬ 
tenance of tho*© orders to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice when tho appeal comes 
oa to be heard In the * ourt. 

“The two statute* which must claim th© 
attention of our Congress In its next ses¬ 
sion In regard to th© interstate commerce 
law and the anti-trust law.

“The monetary commission will proba- 
blv report so that It* final conclusion 
may be considered at the end of the com¬ 
ing session or at the beginning of the 
next.

To How Tobacco Is To Be Handled—Com¬ 
pares Past With Future. 


Guthrie, Ky.. Bep!. 19.—(Special.)—| 
Oenernl Manager Ewing, of the Plant¬ 
er*’ Protective AssarlaMon. In a. letter' 
to its member*. ©xplWitis th© pledge f«r 
the proposed pool of tobacco for three i 
years. Mr Ewing says: 

To tha Members of the Planters* Pro¬ 
tective Association: My attention ha* b©«n 
called several times recently to a miiure¬ 
prehension of fact aa concern* th© phdgq! 
of th© association for the year* 13A 1 *. Wlfl, i 
1211. J therefore hasten to explain. 

First—It it said objection la offered to 
the clause which reads: We agree to p*y 
to said Planters Protective Association 
a reasonable compensation for It* servlctf*. 
to b • fixed by Its bo^nl of directors. Tho 
question Is raised wua not tho l |>«r c«i|t. 
enough? If not. how much will It cost: w«* 
lire afraid of lit© Indefinltcnces of tUts 
clause It might cost too much to sell 
our tohaceo. In connection with thl# I 
will say there wa* nothing *AJd In th© 
old pledge a* to what the commission 
would be, but there wn* no thought of 
increasing the rmnniislson on *alc ml* 
season until It w*s very generally under¬ 
stood between the old director* that for i 
the future what l* known as the prizor « 
type sample will not be kept out of tha 
hogshead of tobacco. Experience lias 
taught us that thl* anmpl© l* not reliable 
enough fo sell by. so It is probable tha 
regular Inspection sample will be graded 
and then tha hogshead sold by that.

Loss of Type Sample*. > 


These prizing type samples ©f th© pi»*t 
two crop* sold for account of the.asso¬ 
ciation aggregated each vear something 
between 322.MO and |25.™0 They w-lgh 
about five pounds each, which at * cent* 
per pound, mean? difference to the farmer 
on each hogshead of 40 cent*, but it w^a 
reasoned at the time that thla was money 
necessary to the running expanses of the 
association, and If th© arsoctullon did not 
hav© the*© sample* to realise money on 
it would hav© to increase it* commission 
on sal** io an amount that would equal 
this $22,500 to 135,000 in the aggregate, or 
something like 40 cent* per hogshead. 

• • • 

Gives An Illustration. 

To Illustrate: If we estimate the weight 
of a hogshead to b* 1.500 pound* at t cents. 
It would mean gro#* $130; 1 per cent, com¬ 
mission on this would b« $1.20. If w© add 
one-quarter of 1 per cent, more to this It 
would be 30 cents per hogshead more n* 
against about 40 cent* j>©r hogshead, the 
value of th© type sample. Of course, the 
amount would ch*nr© in accordance with 
th© grade nnd weight of the tobacco, but 
tt is conceded that one-quarter of 1 per 
cerft. would about equal the value of the 
type sample. In this connection 1 shall 
say that whlh* thla wa* looked upon at 
the time the pUdg© was gotten up a* h 
prphabl© necessity, tlie number of hugs- 
iiASd* in tn© 190$ rrop has so greatly ex¬ 
ceeded expectations and the amount of 
revenue therefrom so much larger, that 
Instead of increoalng th© commlatson to 
1*4 per cent. In order to m**et th© deficit 
occasioned by not having the prising type 
sample to sell it (a not Improbable at all 
^Ji»t the usual 1 per cent win Iw* ch/irgrel 
and th© value of tha type sample will be¬ 
long to t)i© member. The Incoming board 
of director* will rule on this question of 
whether the prlzer** typ© sample ahull be 
taken from tn© hogshead or not. 

I make this explanation merely to show 
that tha matter of increasing tjtxe amount 
that It routs a member to sell his to¬ 
bacco was never In contemplation at all. 
On th© contrary, plans have been dis¬ 
cussed and remain only to be perfected by 
th© incoming t eh will probably 

contain 25 per cent, of new members), by 
which th© operating expense* of the ns- 
aortatlon may be very considerably re¬ 
duced.

Association Amply Protected. 


Second—Objection Is made to the clause 
which rends we will deliver our tobacco 
to the place, or place*, or person, or per¬ 
sons. to b« named by the association. 
This means as heretofore to house* under 
contract and bond *.o the association, 
but hereafter the management must know 
bond has been executed before a prlzer 
or warehouseman receive* a pound of to¬ 
bacco. Th© member has the ssnu right 
on heretofore of seteettng between au¬ 
thorized association house*.

As To Grading Tobacco. 


Third—The matter or grading tobacco. 
It Is a mistaken idea that if the new 
board elect* that there will b© no prltar*’ 
type sample taken from the hogshead 
there will be no grading. There is ncdfhfr 
discussion nor thought of abandoning the 
grading, as this Is the only possible meth¬ 
od of reckoning our stock to know what 
w© will have to sell, or of keeping our 
book* properly, or shewing a buyer ex¬ 
actly what hg wants, or to show up all 
condition* a* to that hogshead exactly 
as they are. hut tt wilt probably be ver> 
much more economically done in future 
bv using the regular Inspection sample 
and by having certain grading day* and 
certain *nl© day* In each week. *o that 
the division managera and salesmen can 
do both without detriment 'to sales. It 
has been niMomary In all markets for 
many years to hav© .-ertaln sale days, 
then other day* to straighten accounts. 
I am glad to say the opinion seems to be 
unanimous among the old members of the 
board, very thoughtful members of the 
association and valued employes on tha 
subject of m©n occupying dual positions 
with the association. It is conceded It 
is a failure.

Holding Two Position*. 

It U probable that in future the only ex¬ 
ception to this rule wlU be that a man 
might be a prlacr and a storage houseman 
This wh* originally the rule, but . the 
change ha© mad© the system as unsatis¬ 
factory to th© employes ns to th© mem¬ 
ber but th© fset must not h© lost sight 
of that when the board of director* has 
consummated such contracts In the poet 
It has been at the earnest Instance of a 
large number of the members Much more 
satisfactory plana for storing tobacco 
have been developed at points where our 
arrangement* have heretofore been un- 
eitlsfn tory The now contracts for stor¬ 
ing will call for a penalty for every day'a 
delinquency over the prescribed time In 
settling for tobacco sold, and this penalty 
will be In the form of liqitlrt.it©d damages, 
so there will be no doubt aa to what the 
members’ recourse Is. 

The association Is Just rounding out Its 
fifth year, having sold in heavy and light- 
wwight hogsheads and loose very nearly 
as much tobacco as was sold last season, 
or 40.&00 hogsheads Th© average price, 
tbs number of hogsheads and tn© value 
of the crop of the five years Is as follows:

OVERLOOK $1,700 In A FARM 
HOUSE. 


COVER TRACKS WITH PEPPER. 


Elizabethtown. Ky . Sept. 20.—(Spe- 
ctel. ) —A bold and daring robbery took 
plAre near Hlghbough’s Mill, In Hart 
county. Saturday night. Three men 
forced an entrance Into the farmhouse 
of Mr. Elza Layman, near that place, 
when a desperate light ensued. The 
robbers beat Mr. Layman Into insensi¬ 
bility and then placed a rope around 
the neck of his wife, with threats to 
hang her If she did not divulge the lo¬ 
cation of their money. 

Mrs. Layman was severely choked 
by the rope. She admitted where the 
rrtomy was hidden. The robbers se¬ 
cured about 1175. and afterward sprin¬ 
kled cayenne* pepper over the floor of 
the house and upon their tracks to 
destroy the scent of dogs. 

Bloodhounds were taken to the scene 
of the robbery yesterday, but they 
failed to trail the robbers. 

There was about $1,700 In the house, 
which the men failed to discover. It 
Is thought that the robbery was com¬ 
mitted by residents of Hart county, 
who know that Mr. Layman had a 
large amount of money In his pos¬ 
session. 

PROF. CABELL DIES. 

One of the Beat-Known Educators In 
the South. 

Bowling Green, Ky.. Sept. 20.—Dr 
B. F. Cobell, of this city, for years one 
of the best-known educators In the 
State and n preacher In th© Southern 
Methodist Church, died of Bright s dls- 

In 1875 he came here and took a 
professorship In Warren College when 
only 24 years of age, and in 1878 he 
became president of Cedar Bluff College 
and after a number of years organized 
Potter College, of this city, and became 
Its first and only president. 

This was for twenty years one of the 
most successful* girls* schools In the 
South, but on account of falling health 
Dr. Cabell several months ago sold the 
building and grounds to the State for 
the use of the Western Kentucky State 
Normal School. 

Dr. Cabell was born near Mitnnsvllle, 
in Taylor county. Ky., June 6. 1850, 
and was educated at Bedford. Ind.. and 
in Delown, O.. where he was a class¬ 
mate of former Vice President Charles 
W. Fairbanks. He waa related to the 
distinguished family of Breckinridge* 
of Central Kentucky, and Is survived 
by his wife and four children—Miss 
Nora and Charles Cabell, of this city; 
Vivian Cabell, of Ardmore Okla., and 
Breckinridge Cabell, of Jackson, Miss. 
He was a Mason, att Odd Fellow and 
Elk. The funeral will take place to¬ 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock. 


INVOLUNTARY BANKRUPTCY. 


Creditors File Proceedings Against 
Two Owensboro Concerns.

Creditors of the Kern Electrical Com¬ 
pany are seeking to throw the company 
Into bankruptcy and filed a petition In 
the United States Court. The compa¬ 
nies filing the petition are the Gas Fix¬ 
ture Electrical Company, of Cleve¬ 
land; the Sterling Electric Manufact¬ 
uring Company, of Warren. O.; the 
Wesco Sunrly Company, of St. Louis, 
'and the Phoenix Glass Company, of 
Pittsburg. 


REGULATION OF SALOONS. 


Henderson Proprietors Request Coun¬ 
cil To Pass An Ordinance.

The company accept¬ 
ed a franchise to begin work on the 
road within eighteen month*, and to 
have the car* running within three 
year*. The company agree* to build a 
bridge across Beaver Creek, four miles 
from here, suitable for all kinds of 
travel. As aoon as Hart county give* 
a franchise and right of way from 
Horse Cave to the Barren county line 
the work of grading will be commenced.

Brother & Co., 
of Philadelphia, and this concern de¬ 
mands $163.04*.37, which It claims to 
hove been overcharged for tobacco, $5.- 
000 also being demanded a* attorneys* 
fees. 

The following are named us defend¬ 
ants In the suit: Merrill C. Rankin, Vir- 
glnlus E. Crulg. Robert L. Conrad. 
Clarence LeBus. Rhodes B. Thomas, 
Claude S. Williams. Charles C Patrick. 
John E. Brooks, Gus C Brooks. Nich¬ 
olas L. Strabel and the Burley Tobacco 
Society. 

The Philadelphia concern charges 
that these men arid the society com¬ 
bined together to hold up the price of 
tobacco in restraint of trade, that it 
was forced to buy Its tobacco last No¬ 
vember from this alleged Illegal combi¬ 
nation. and the result was heavy over¬ 
charges. which It now Hues to recover. 

About a month ago a similar suit was 
filed against the Equity Hoclety. and 
It is planned by the plaintiffs of these 
two suit* to make a thorough research 
Into the history and workings of the 
two tobacco societies. 


BURLEY MEETING. 

Enthusiasm Manifested In Favor of 
Pool At Nicholasville. 

Nicholaevillc. Ky.. Sept. 20.—(Spe¬ 
cial.)—A meeting of the Burley Tobac¬ 
co Society was held at the courthouse 
thl* afternoon. The room was crowded 
and much enthusiasm manifested.

GOEBEL STATUE 


Model Exhibited To Capitol 
Commission. 


SCULPTOR NIEHAUS ASKS FOR 
PART PAYMENT. 


MATTER HELD UP FOR CONFER¬ 
ENCE WITH GOVERNOR. 


STOUT ASKED TO VACATE. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Sept. 20.—(Special.)— 
Senator W. O. Bradley wa* In Frank¬ 
fort to-day and appeared before a 
meeting of the Capitol Commission as 
attorney for Sculptor Nlehuus, who Is 
making th© statue of William Goebel In 
accordance with the $20,000 appropria¬ 
tion made by the Legislature and a 
subsequent contract entered Into with 
him by the members of the Capitol 
Commission. Mr. Nlehaus has done a 
large amount of work on the ataiue, but 
the preseut Capitol Commission knew 
nothing as to the work until he asked 
for a payment under hi* contract, the 
partial payment requested being some¬ 
thing In the neighborhood of $7,500. 

Senator Bradley made a short state¬ 
ment to the commission to-day and told 
them what had been done by hi* client 
and what hl» contract provided, sub¬ 
mitting some testimony on the subject. 
At 3:30 o’clock this afternoon Mr. Nle¬ 
haus exhibited a working model of the 
statue of Goebel to the commission In 
front of the express office on Ann 
street. The model Is of plaster and la 
about four feet and u half In height. 
It represents Mr. Goebel in an over¬ 
coat with one arm folded across hls 
breast and the other hanging at hls 
side. The completed statue will b© of 
heroic size, about eight or eight and a 
half feet tall. 

The commission took the matter un¬ 
der advisement and when G«v. Willson 
returns from Louisville the last of the 
week definite action will be taken In 
reference to paying Mr. Nlehaus a part 
of hls rponey.

Try To Swear Off Judge. 

Whan Circuit Court convened tills 
afternoon a motion was filed by At¬ 
torney* Willis 6c Todd, of Shelbyvllle, 
asking that Judge Stout vacate th© 
bench during the trial of the damage 
suit of Mrs. Hazlett against Walker 
Duncan. the latter having been 
accused of killing her husband 
in 6helby county last year. The 
affidavits filed with the motion 
state that the affiants, Duncan and oth¬ 
ers. believe they could not get a fair 
trial before Judge Stout because, thay 
say, he. by hls utterances, has led them 
to believe he Is In sympathy with the 
poolers of tobacco and that the poolers 
are the men who burned barn* and led 
up to the killing of Hazlett for which 
damages are asked. Judge Stout took 
the motion under advisement. 


Many Visitors At New Capitol. 


Score* of visitors, rhe majority of 
them women, flocked to the now Capitol 
this morning and swarmed over every 
room In the building, both before and 
after the Court of Appeals met. The 
officials were kept so busy receiving 
callers and showing visitor* about their 
offices that no business wa* transacted 
until noon.

When Judge Jofcn M. Lasslng went 
Into the new Capitol this morning to 
sit with the Court of Appeals at its 
first session In the new building, it was 
hls first visit to the Captcol since It 
was completed.

Judge Must Appoint Commissioner. 

If the election laws were not so spe¬ 
cific, the matter as to who will take 
the place of the Sheriff on the county 
election board might cause some com¬ 
plications. The law provide* in one 
section that If the Sheriff cannot serve 
as election commissioner, then the Cir¬ 
cuit Clerk shall serve. Both the Sher¬ 
iff and the Circuit Clerk in thl* county 
are candidates at the coming election, 
and therefore disqualified from serving, 
and some of the officials were in a 
quandary a* to who should serve as 
the third man on the county commis¬ 
sion. Section 1451 of the Kentucky 
Statutes, however, settles the matter. 
It provides that whenever the Sheriff 
is disqualified from serving as elec¬ 
tion commissioner, the Coroner shall 
act in hls place, and If the Coroner is 
disqualified nt the same time, then the 
County Judge shall appoint someone to 
acX in their stead. In thl* county the 
Coroner Is disqualified by being a can¬ 
didate to succeed himself, »o the duty 
of naming a man devolves upon Judge 
Polsgrove,

SPARROWS AND TURKEYS. 


(Springfield Republican.) 

That English sparrow* km turker* cs 
mosqultoe* kill folk Is the as^rtlon of Dr 
Philip B. Hadley, of the Rhode Island 
experiment station at Kingston, os re¬ 
ported in the Providence Journal. They 
convey the “blackhead” discos© whose 
fatal prevalence among turkevs is threat¬ 
ening the ruin of turkey farming in the 
State. Dr* Hadley say* that poultry gen¬ 
erally. game birds and some wild song 
birds have the amoeba or coceidlum which 
causes the disease, and so why he lay* 
all the blame to the English sparrow doe* 
not quite appear, unless because the little 
pest has earned an bad a name on oth *r 
accounts. The British grousr are troubled 
In a way slmllnr to the turkey. And the 
seriouaness of the case . Is illustrated by 
Dr. Hadley In the statemetn that whereaa 
thirty years ago Block Island alone used 
to send out more than forty thousand 
pounds a year, the turkey* now raised 
there can only be counted by dozen*. No 
germicide yet ha* been found to cope with 
the blackhead disease; and Dr. Hadlev 
say* that nrobably the only wav to raise 
turkey* will be to get at the start birds 
that are not Infected and Isolate them 
from all other specie* of bird*. This would 
mean, one must presume, the building of 
big yards surrounded and covered by ex¬ 
tremely fine wlre—there could be no other 
way. The English sparrow is a great fre¬ 
quenter of poultry yards and can go 
through what’s called “chicken wins” 
with absurd ease. 

A COTTON-PICKING AUTO. 


(Van Norden Magazine.) 

The automobile can be uzed for other 
purposes beside* “Joy riding.” break ng 
records and mountain climbing. The 
Southern planter ha* often longed for 
something to take the place of the colored 
brother In the cotton field. To harvest 
the fleecy staple something like 5,000.990 
of the black folk are needed. Along has 
come a man who hn* been thinking of 
picking cotton by machinery, and at last 
an automobile for the cotton fields has 
come Into use. 

It seems strange that no one has ever 
thought that the contents of the cotton 
boll could he ou t bj- mechanical 

fingers Instead of human fingers. This 
Is what the picker does. Instead of two 
arm*, however. It has no less than eight, 
and a 19-year-old darkey can he trained 
In an hour to guide two of these arms 
at such a rate that a machine wh ch 
traveled over n cotton field In Alabama 
picked and bagged six bales of the staple 
weighing Soft pound* each In a day of te- 
hours. Tills beats the liveliest work 
which ha* ever been accomplished by hu- 1 
man labor. With an active cotton pick- t 
er It cost* very nearly $f> a hale, because i 
the amount or cotton to a pound I* so 
enormous.

With the arrival o< the Dutch and 
th© French, and the incoming throngs 
of loss notable visitor* by train. st©urf)- 
ehlp and motor car, ©ven th© phleg¬ 
matic New Yorker—who Is frequently 
the last to find out that a great ©vent 
1* In hi* city—wa* forced to realize 
that the long-heralded iludson-Fulton 
rush wa* “on." Th© city find* itself to¬ 
night clad In carnival *tyl©. decorated 
In tJhe red, white and blue of the Amer¬ 
ican flag, and the orange, white and 
light blue of Hudson and Old Holland. 
Manhaiton and her sister boroughs 
alike have taken on the appearanee of 
a giant country fair.

Gradually she added to her 
parts and in 1858 I* said to have made 
her debut aa an artreaa In "The Loan 
of a Lover." at Petaluma... Her nat¬ 
ure Ineaa on the stage was one of the 
greatest elements which contributed to 
her w ndorfuf success, an- her nat¬ 
ural vivacity did the re*t. largely. 

Although several times during her 
long career, and even since her" retire¬ 
ment from the stage, her name ha* 
been mentioned as about to be married, 
she l.As never wedded. For the half 
century or so that »ho tva* on the stage 
her mother wa* her constant compan¬ 
ion. and in a large measure her finan¬ 
cial adviser s* well. 

Owing to ihe conditions under which 
she began her public life, her educa* 
tlnn wa* much neglected, but when 
success came Iter way she did alt pos¬ 
sible to offset this drawbai 8h«* be¬ 
came a persistent reader r* good books, 
studied French. In whlclv she became 
\*ery proficient, music and paintings, 
so that in her later years she 1* far 
better eqtilpp»4l than many who had 
grratcr advantages In their earlier

AGAINST POOLING 1909 CROP 


Bourbon Grower Talks From the Standpoint of One Who 
Jias Only the Best Interests of the People At 
Heart — Tobacco People Show Much 
Interest In His Views. 


This action railed the bluff of the 
Board of Public Safety. Then there 
was nothing left for the board to do but 
show its hand. During * of 

delay the board had an opportunity to 
bring the records up to the require¬ 
ments of the law, If such action was 
necessary. Had Mr. Herr not gone to 
ihe trouble of filing suit the hoard 
could have successfully kepi the pub¬ 
lic records hidden 

Mr. Herr wanted to examine Into the 
bondsmen of the city’s patrolmen. Thut 
an attorney should make such a request 
Is not at all unnatural, at it i« very 
often necessary to file suit against the 
bondsmen of the city’s police because 
of a patrolman having overstepped th** 
authority Invested In him by law. If 
these records were kept hidden the po¬ 
lice force could become a tyrannical 
constabulary In no time and rule things 
with a high hand. That the board 
should delay so long in granting Mr. 
H« rr’s request to examine records of 
such public Importance has astonished 
many of the bJggehi lawyers In Louis- 
iille.

There is no commodity about which 
misrepresent anon is easier than tobacco; 
the prices of different grades vary graatly. 
and the name grade at different times. 
Also the price varies greatly as between 
heavy winter order and summer order, 
to at any time, by comparing the sale or 
low grades with high grades, or the same 
tobacco at different thne* of the * 

person may honeatly be greatly deceUed.

Allegos Misrepresentation. 

As far as 1 can ascertain, and 1 have 
taken much pains to asceniain. the aver- 
p g* price and the condltionkof the farmers 
and tenants have been grossly misrepre¬ 
sented bv the Equity ora tore 1. myself, 
have been u lObacCO raiser for sixteen or 
seventeen years, growing each year sev¬ 
eral crop* In partnership with tenants. 
To give the devil his due. candor compels 

K e tw state that 1 did not do well with 
bacco until the Continental commenced 
to buy In ihe country, not In any instance 
getting over eight cents, and generally far 
less, for my tobacco Ho much were we 
discouraged that we turned two of our 
barns Into cattle barns; but since then we 
have averaged over ten rents for our to¬ 
bacco. have made big profit* on our land, 
and our tenants have done equally as wall, 
making two or three time* as much as 
they could have made in another business 
We will give a detailed statement of 
price* later Our tobacco was sold*gen¬ 
erally Iti the first half of January, In'our 
own barns, in heavy winter order, deliver¬ 
ed nt some near point without any ex- 
uei.ee whatever except the slight one of 
hauling, and the payment Was made Im¬ 
mediately.

Pooling Not Justified In '08. 

In a speech made here on this rostrum 
eighteen month* ago opposing tim.cutting 
out of the 190S crop 1 stated thut the 
fact* when truly understood did not Jus¬ 
tify the pooling of th© crop, and the only 
Juatlfication of the pooling of the crop 
waw such a condition of the tobacco bus¬ 
iness as made pooling neccuaarv in ord^r 
to get a living price; that as the Burley 
Society was organised, it* member* scat¬ 
tered through many counties, and even 
State*, with every possible dissimilarity 
of condition, financial and otherwise, that 
it was utterly Impossible for them to act 
without friction, delay, negligence and fa¬ 
voritism. that many and unexpected 
abuse* would surely grow up and that 
cutting out the 190# crop threatened the 
peace and prosperity of the .State, that, 
a* tt was a fact that not over half at 
most of the growers were In the pool, and 
that In order to make the movement of 
the rnera cutting out of the crop suc¬ 
ceed that the remaining 50 per cent, of 
growers would have to b* persuaded and 
intimidated, that It would be Impossible 
for them to agree upon such a policy on 
account of dissimilarity of opinions, con¬ 
ditions and necessities, some being able 
to hold thetr tobacco and some having 
to mortgage their crop before being raised 
and otTier too numerous conditions to 
enumerate Such agreement being impos- 
alble. It then becomes necessary, in order 
to succeed, for various kinds of intimi¬ 
dation to be resorted to, mild and peace¬ 
ful by the law-abiding, but soon degen¬ 
erating Into violence and lawlessness by 
the more Ignorant and lea* restrained 
member* of the pool. 

1 stated then, eighteen months ago. that 
any policy that tended directly or Indi¬ 
rectly. Intentionally or unintentionally, to 
violence and lawlcsene** was to lx* con¬ 
demned by all Just-minded am) patriotic 
persons. All our rights of life, liberty 
and property are based upon ami made 
good b> the enforcement of the law. and 
I could nut see how* any man who ia In¬ 
terested in the eoltd and true Interests of 
the country could countenance any pol¬ 
icy that leads even Indirectly, but in 
this case Inevitably, to violence and dis¬ 


order. Violence and disorder, when once 
begun, breed numerous broods of prog¬ 
eny which not only affect the tobacco 
business, but every other Interest of so¬ 
ciety. and no man may see the end of 
such feuds thus created 
In addition to the above I said at the 
same time, eighteen months ago. that If 
the cutting out of the crop was effected 
that there would be three important re¬ 
sults: First, that It would encourage th* 
ratsing of tobacco in other sections of 
the country beyond the influence and in¬ 
timidation of the Equity Society, ami then 
1 went on lo enumerate various parts of 
the country where It could and would, 
in men> eases of extra quality. In all 
‘probability, be raised, and that we couM 
do our tobacco interest* here in Kentucky 
Incalculable damage by raising up for¬ 
midable am! dangerous competition by 
this short-sighted policy.

In 
gmeral figures I have been told by the 
officers of the association that there w«re 
about 60.000 hog*heads In the l*J7 pool, 
three-fourths of this was to go to the 
Continental, which paid promptly, and 
one-fourth to the independents.

IShl, when the Taft commission 
took Aver the government from the army, 
has there been an act *o vitally affecting 
the archipelago— and wc have no: over¬ 
looked the Inauguration of the assembly. 

For many weary years the eneigtes offVnent.

our political development; to-day we may 
fairly hope to have entered upon ait era 
Of encouragement of commerce. The ld-s 
that ihe PlulJppfaej- present an economic 
lather than a political problem seems to 
be establish*ng Itself firmly. The educa¬ 
tion of (he Filipino people to that condi¬ 
tion of moral and mental capacity that 
will insure aOwesful self-government is 
a praiseworthy undertaking, but after alt 
It la more Important that the Filipino tn- 
Well fed. well clothed ami well housed.

The conception* granted to the Fili¬ 
pino under the Payne bill were merely 
rlkhta. to rhe full enjoyment of which 
the Filipino was entitled »> *oon a* the 
Constitution follow ed the Hag across the 
Pacific But a* our tariff law. taken as 
a whole, la baaed not upon the rights 
of the people, but upon result* for the 
dollared aristocracy.

sauce for the other. The admission cf 
Philippine products, a* provided In the 
P«Vne bill, can not Inconvenience the 
home trusts—were It otherwise would 
that provision now exist in u law that 
in other provisions skin* the mar?e*?— 
and could not inconvenience them If 
there were no restrictions as to the ad¬ 
mission of sugar and tobacco. Us en¬ 
actment I*, therefore, th* granting of a 
right without entailing any uncomfort¬ 
able consequences upon the interests 
that act Tor Congress In making tariff 
laws.

Deep Waterways Convention. 

The Lakea-to-the-Gulf Deep Water-1 
wave Convention will be lndd in New 
Orleans on October 30 and 31. Preel 
dent Taft is to attend and the Govern¬ 
ors of many States have signified their 
Intention of being present at the gath¬ 
ering. The cities and towns of the Ohio 
Valley should be well represented at 
New Orleans and U 1* gratifying to 
note that several of them already h%va 
taken steps toward adequate represen¬ 
tation 

The business interests of the Ohio 
Valley feel a deep concern In the pro¬ 
ject for u nine-foot stage for the Ohio 
River. All-the-year-round steamboat- 
Ing would give great Impetus to river 
commerce and w'ould put new life Into 
many Industries and many towns that 
now- are languishing, or making but In¬ 
different headway, because of the un¬ 
certainties of navigation. All classes 
would be benefited by effective river Im¬ 
provement. more especially the mer¬ 
chants. manufacturer/and farmers An 
Infinite variety <jf business enterprises, 
occupations and Industries are materi¬ 
ally concerned In river shipping. 

An all-tbe-year stage of water in the 
Ohio, along with dependable packet 
lines, which surely Would follow- In the 
wake of Improvement, w-ould bring 
lower freight rates for merchants and 
enlarged,trade opportunities, for whole¬ 
sale dealers. Jobbers and manufacturers. 
Inevitably a river comment that Is 
healthy and active and continuous will 
insure greater prosperity to the centers 
of population and Increased Innd values 
to the rural territory along the Ohio. 

ThF rivers are here, ready under suit¬ 
able conditions, to bear their share of 
the burdens of commercial transporta¬ 
tion. Their permanent and systematic 
improvement will be expensive, but a 
country thgt doe* not hesitate to put un¬ 
sold millions Into the Panama Canal 
should not be parsimonious about 
spending a few^ more mill km* to put the 
big rivers In shape to handle an ap¬ 
propriate portion of the Nation’s grow¬ 
ing trade Once the Panama Canal Is 
completed the vital need of deeper 
waterways to the gulf will become ap¬ 
parent. 

President Taft Is already on record 
as favoring a comprehensive scheme of 
Improvement. In his address at New 
Orleans, after his long trip down the 
Mississippi, It Is probable he will say 
something that will emphasize his pre¬ 
vious remarks on the subject and thA.t 
will lend momentum to a movement 
already making swift progress in pop¬ 
ular favor. When Presidents and Gov¬ 
ernor end Congressmen are led to see 
the utility and practicability of the plan 
there Is hope for those who hove la¬ 
bored so long and tirelessly in its be¬ 
half. 

From present Indications the conven¬ 
tion at New Orleans will be the largest 
and most representative assembly. In a 
national sense, that ha* ever come to¬ 
gether In advocacy of rl% f er lmprove- 
It Is believed ttyat fully two- 
third* of the Governors of the States 
will be in attendance, coming from 
every section of the Union. It goes 
wit houf\saying that the * Ohio Valley 
should be conspicuously In evidence at 
such it meeting. 


What May" Be Expected. 

The statement of the Washington 
bureau of the Associated Press that 
a startling situation has developed as 
a result of taking stock of the forest 
resources of tlie^l’nlted States’’ Is hard¬ 
ly exact The situation has existed for 
vonie time and is well understood by 
nearly everyone except Speaker Can¬ 
non. The report of Treadwell Cleve¬ 
land. Jr., the forestry expert, merely 
sounds again the alarm with which 
readers of the press are familiar. 

It is needless to go over the figure* 
again. All i»£r?on* who are not Ignor¬ 
ant. or Interested In Improper exploita¬ 
tion of timberland*, agree a* to the 
facta in the C8*e. The question that 
arli^s Is what does the present Admin¬ 
istration propose to do about It? 

President Taft regards what he calls 
"party solidarity” a* blng of more im¬ 
portance than any other consideration 
beneath the chining sun. He would 
rather be Republican than right, and 
nays so with candor and without fear 
of the consequences He prefer* that 
the special Interests should write thu 
tariff schedule* If they will let the party 
live in exchange for the courtesy of 
being allowed to rob the people of the 
Fnlted State*. Is It reasonable to hope 
that a special interest dealing In wood 
Is to be less considered by the present 
Administration than one dealing In 
wool? If the thieves are to write the 
tariff laws why not the timber laws 
a* wpll? 

If the President’s general policy Is to 
be consistent with hi* attitude in the 
matter of the tariff It Is hardly rea 
sonble to expect him to show' an active 
Interest In conservation where the in¬ 
terest* of the public of this generation, 
and those of posterity, clash with the 
interests of capitalist* whose enmity 
might affect "party solidarity" in rhe 
timber State* The McHarg and Bal¬ 
linger Incident* were regarded a* some¬ 
what significant even before the Presi¬ 
dent declared In favor of practical poli¬ 
tic* at Winona As he ha* taken a 
position with the prominently practical 
politicians, asserting the new’ doctrine 


politlcial machine Intact, the Preaident 
has exposed himself to conjecture, upon 
the part of the irrrson* Interested In 
conservation, a> to whether this Ad 
ministration will display any back bom 
in any matter, where serving the pub¬ 
lic would .antagonise the sources of 
campaign fund*. 

Mr Cannon ha* long scoffed nt con¬ 
servation * scheme*. President Taft 
now* stands with Mr Cannon ui»on 
the most Important issue of the 
time*. Until It Is demonstrated, 
not by proclamation*, hut by net re¬ 
sult*. that he Is not with him In all 
things, the readers of his astounding 
Winona speech have every rlgh* to 
draw their own conclusions from fact* 
that have developed since the begin¬ 
ning of the new regime at Washington. 

Fourth of July Fatalities. 

Statistic* complied by the Journal of 
the Amerleun Medical Association show 
a total of 215 death* attributable to 
Fourth of July celebrations In the cur¬ 
rent year. The number of fatalities Is 
the largest for live years, a fact that 
would Indicate that the movement for 
a "safe and sane Fourth” Is not mak¬ 
ing encouraging progress. There 1* a 
reduction, however. In the total of ac¬ 
cidents. which wa* 6,307 this year, 316 
fewer than last year. 

Lockjaw, following Injuries, caused 
more of the 216 deaths then all other 
causes combined. In the Journal's Num¬ 
mary it Is remarked that lockjaw hu* 
claimed 784 victims In the la?t *even 
years as a result of Fourth of July 
celebrations. ’’Most of the victims,” It 
continues, "were bright, active boys, 
aged from 0 to IK years, and they were 
doomed to die the most awful death 
known to medical science, a death the 
ngonv of which is probably not paral¬ 
leled-even by the tortures of the Inqui¬ 
sition.” 

This Is by no means pleasant rend¬ 
ing. but It emphasizes the risks that 
are taken annually by unnumbered 
thousand* of boys, and men. too. for 
that matter. In the useless and sertxe- 
less methods of celebrating that have 
become a fixed custom In many parts 
of ^he United States 

Going deeper Into details the Journal 
tells us that sixteen people were totally 
blinded *ln this year's celebration*, 
while thirty-six lost one eye each. 
There were forty-one who lost leg* or 
arm* and 176 persons lost one or mire 
of their finger*. In the first place as a 
cause of mutilating Injuries Is the giant 
firecracker, the manufacture and sale 
of which ought to be a penal offense. 
The existence of such an Infernal Ma¬ 
chine as the ktant cracker is absolutely 
without excuse, but so long as they are 
sold there will be no lack of purchasers 
who freely take their lives In thqjr 
hands for the quei^lonable enjoyment 
of creating a noise that will rise above 
the ordinary Fourth of July din. More 
deadly still, according to the Journal’s 
figures. I* the blank cartridge which Is 
the chief causative factor in fatality. 
Of 160 cases of lockjaw 130 were at¬ 
tributed to blank cartridges “that 
didn’t go off right.” There was also a 
total of 1.095 wounds due to this death- 
wielding adjunct of the giant cracker. 
Firearms and toy cannons had no small 
part in the record of casualties for 1909. 

The Journal thinks the responsibility 
for rhe vast majority of these accidents, 
fatal and otherwise, "rests clearly with 
city Governments, and the annual oar- 
tiAge could doubtless be prevented 
without extreme difficulty.” There lya 
tendency among city Governments to 
do something toward mitigating the 
yearly slaughter. Councils pa** ordi¬ 
nance* and chief* of police issue orders, 
but. generally speaking* they* are but 
Indifferently enforced. It must be ad¬ 
mitted. too, that enforcement Is no easy 
matter when aimed at a practice so 
long prevalent, even though that prac¬ 
tice be both silly and barbarous. In the 
face of the yearly recurring roundoff 
death and destruction Incident to the 
holiday It Is apparent that ordinance* 
do not count for much. The problem 
Is one that could l»e more effectively 
dealt with by State legislation, and it 
is certainly of sufficient seriousness to 
merit legislative attention. A statutory 
penalty attached to the sale of glam 
firecrackers, for Instance, would ac¬ 
complish a great deal more than a city 
ordinance forbidding their use.

It now only remains for both 
houses to Indorse It again at the next 
session. In which event It will stand a* 
a permanency. He feels confident that 
the fitate of Massachusetts will finally 
accept It.

Mrs. Peary, her daughter. Marie, nnd 
little Robert E. Peary, undoubtedly met 
the Commander to-night, the Peary 
fomily having sailed north on the 
steam yacht Sheelah, owned by James 
Ross, president of the Dominion Coal 
Company. 

Mrs. Peary*' trip toward St. Paul’* 
island was entirely unexpected, for It 
had been announced that she would 
greet her husband from the deck of 
the Sheel&h down the boy The Shee¬ 
lah. however, kept on her way, and 
when last seen was passing In and 
heading directly toward St. Paul T s.

To Board the Roosevelt. 

The sea was calm to-night and no 
difficulty would be experienced In put¬ 
ting the explorer s wife and children 
aboard his ship. They may remain all 
night on the Roosevelt. Little Robert 
had dressed himself In a sailor suit 
and carired on American flog. 

This Is the first time that Mrs Peary 
has put to sea to greet her husband 
on all the occasions that she has been 
In Sydney to welcome him on Ms re¬ 
turn from the Arctic 

The tug C M. Winch, gaily dec¬ 
orated with flags, will convey the offi¬ 
cial welcoming purty down the bay .it 
an early hour. This party Includes 
the Mayor of Sydney. Wallace Rich¬ 
ardson, the heads of the city depart¬ 
ments and other prominent officials/ 
The proposed banquet for the explorer 
has l>een held In abeyance until Com¬ 
mander Peary has communicated hte 
wishes to the Mayor.

Tug Arrives. 

The tug Douglas H Thomas, which 
left Battle Hgrbor Saturday morning 
In company with the Peary steamer 
Roosevelt, arrived here at daylight this 
morning and reported the Roosevelt 
traveling south under steam and sail 
nt a speed approximating ten knots an 
hour. 

The buildings of the tnwn. together 
with the shipping in the harbor, are 
lo-dav gay with a fluttering display 
of Mugs In anticipation of Commander 
Peary's return. The streets present a 
holiday appearance, and the people are 
on the tiptoe of expectancy. 

The ’'North Pole flug." which Pe*fry 
hud made at Battle Harbor, will be 
displayed for the first time on the 
Roosevelt entering this port. D is a 
standard United States flag with a 
broad white hand laid on diagonally 
from the utlon corner down, <-»n the 
white ground are the word* "North 
Pole." In black letters. 

Peary Denies. 

Commander Peary has given eni*- 
phatlc denial to the assertion credits*! 
to Dr. Cook that he told the Esklipos 
ht Annutok that Dr. Cook was dead, 
and that he consequently would take 
possess!OX of the supplies left there 
by Cook. 

As nearly as can he ascertained 
from members of the Roosevelt * crew 
the house built by Dr. Cook at An- 
natok and left In charge of Rudolph 
Franeke w»* found unoccupied when 
the Roosevelt arrived. Franeke was 
away trying to get p<u>sag<> home, Ms 
authority for his departure being a let¬ 
ter he exhibited purporting to be from 
Dr. Cook at Cap© Thomas Hubbard. 
Dr. Cook'* house had been empty for 
t sveml weeks and the supplies therein 
were being pilfered. 

Franeke sought, permission to go to 
the United Stutes on the Peary auxil¬ 
iary ship Erik. This was granted him. 
and ho turned over an Inventory of 
the supplies In Dr Cook’s hoii?©. Boat¬ 
swain Murphy was then placed in 
charge of the house and its contents. 
He says he found that many imckagc© 
had been broken open and their, con¬ 
tent# partially or totally removed Tha 
store* were chocked and the house, 
which I* built of box**#. wa* iak* n 


When Dr. Cook returned to Anna- 
tok he complained about the occupa¬ 
tion of the house and It* removal to 
a new position. Murphy says hn ex¬ 
plained the situation fully to Dr. Cook 
j who appeared satisfied, and It was 
1 agreed that the house should be occu¬ 
pied Jointly. The boatswain says he 
offered to vacate Immediately, hut as 
everything had been satisfactorily ex¬ 
plained this was not thought neces¬ 
sary. 

COULD NOT SEE MOON. 

Italian Astronomer Says Peary Has 
Given Himself Away. 

Rome, Sept. 20.—According to the 
astronomer, Signor Francesco Faccla 
Da Schio, of Bergamo, the moon ab¬ 
solutely dlhprove* Commander Peary’s 
claim to having discovered the pole. 
In his dispatch to the New York Times 
the explorer states that on April 6 . 
having accomplished the six stages he 
had planned, he was favored with an 
opening in the clouds which permitted 
him to take astronomical observations. 
From these he established- his position 
an latitude 89 degrees 67 minutes. 

Signor Faccla points out, however, 
that unquestionably accurate astro¬ 
nomical calculations show- that, with 
the horizon ut 89 degrees 67 minutes, 
the moon could not be scan &t the time 
Indicated by Commander Peary, be¬ 
cause from midday, April 6 . Paris time, 
or 6 o'clock, central standard time, tho 
declination of the moon became nega¬ 
tive—that is to say. the moon was be- 

w tho equator, which Is the natural 
orlzon of the pole. 

On this day and for the days follow¬ 
ing tho moon sank still lower below 
the equator, and at midnight of April 
6 , Paris time—that U to say. 6 o'clock 
In the afternoon, American time—the 
moon was already two and one-half 
degrees below* the equator. 

Signor Faccla denies that refraction 
on the horizon could have rendered the 
moon visible, ami he adds that no sail¬ 
or would din even in normul at¬ 
mospheric conditions to determine his 
latitude by the stars on the horizon. 

RECALLS HIS EXPERIENCES. 




Gen- Greely Talks of Hia Famous Ex¬ 
pedition Made In 1883. 

North Conway. N. IL. Sept- 20.—(Sen. 
A. W. Greely, U. 8 . A. (retired), talked 
briefly to-night regarding the discov¬ 
ery by Commander Robert E. Peary's 
party of som»* of tho stores of the 
Greely expedition in 1883. He said: 

"These stores were left by me 111 
1883. when retreating southward. In 
1898, when Peary went north during 
the winter from his ship, then winter¬ 
ing at Cape Dur\ille. he was badly 
frozen and was obliged to seek shelter 
at myt old quarters In Discovery Bay. 
He then last eight toes and was saved 
from death by the stores then found by 
him In good condition. 1 think it was 
more than two months before he was 
able to return to his ship. There wus 
left at Conger all the books, clothing 
and other personul belongings of twen¬ 
ty-five men. Almost anything might 
be found, as we took with us only our 
scientific records, diaries and the cloth¬ 
ing which we wore, with ten pounds 
of selected personal property for each 
man."

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 20.—J. M. Ash¬ 
ton. of this city, has been retained a 
New York law firm to obtain all Infor¬ 
mation possible regarding the disputed 
ascent of Mount McKinley by Dr. Fred¬ 
erick A. Cook. Mr. Ashton says he does 
not know* whether the information is 
wanted by Peary adherents or b$r 
friends of Dr. Cook.

CLEANING PAPER MONET. 


(New Orleans States.) 

The Bureau of Engraving and Print¬ 
ing at Washington has devised a chem¬ 
ical solution which destroys the bac¬ 
teria that accumulate on bank notes 
without doing any Injury to ‘the paper, 
and It Is understood that hereafter the 
Treasury Department will disinfect all 
bills that come In before sending them 
out again. By this process dangerous 
germs will be killed and the bills so 
washed and cleaned that they will look 
like new and will be Just as easy to 
handle, though lacking the crispness 
of the freshly-printed notes. It is ex¬ 
pected that the process will prove a 
saving one for the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment. because of the dirty bills Itelng 
washed and cleaned and continued In 
circulation instead of being destroyed 
and replaced with new ones, as has 
Jiecn the custom In the past.

Coffroth First To Take Stand

Champions. 


JOHNSON AND KETCHEL NEXT. 


Experts Believe Hard-hitting White 
Man Has Good Change Against 
the Toil Negro. 


OTHER GOSSIP OF THE RING. 


J IMMY COFFROTH has signed the 
first declaration of war when It 
comes to treating with champions 
The promoter has said that ho will 
insist on Ketchel getting out on tho coagt 
ut a reasonable time and that ho will 
also require blip to train hard for his 
bout wllh Jack Johnson, write* Malachy 
Hogan In the Chicago Record-Herald. 

He alao satd that if Stanley failed to 
show the proper frame of mind In coming 
to terms he would call off the bout alto¬ 
gether. He declares that It Is too expen¬ 
sive to card a b!g bout and then* have 
the boxers disappoint him at the last 
minute. 

Personally, I believe that a bout be¬ 
tween Johnson and Ketchel would be 
about as Interesting to the followers of 
the game as could be scheduled. Ketchel 
Is known to be a hard hitter and an ex¬ 
ceptionally sturdy man for his weight 
and many would like to see him In ac¬ 
tion against a heavier man. 

When Ketchel was ready to tight I^ang- 
ford last Friday I understand that he 
scaled pretty close to 175 pound*, even 
if hi* weight was first Announced as be¬ 
ing around the 170-pound mark. This put 
him In a clus* where he is pretty well 
capable of holding his own with any man 
of any weight. In fuct. 1 think Johnson's 
height 1* a greater advantage to him 
thun his weight. I have never seen him 
box lately, although I bow him In fre¬ 
quent contests when he was taking on 
mtnor bouts In tho old days of boxing In 
this city. I saw him In the fight films, 
however, nnd made a careful study of 
his work. 

tie seemed to me to depend largely on 
his reach and height against Hums. Pro¬ 
moter McIntosh, as I have mentioned be¬ 
fore. told me that he would simply prop 
off Burns with one hand and uppercut 
to the Jaw with the other In no case, 
save one round—the thirteenth—did I *ee 
him rush Burns in such a way as to use 
his weight. 

This is where Ketchel will have an 
opening. He Is not so heavy as Johnson, 
but he has a terrific punch. 

• • • 

Ketchel is a terrific rusher ones he 
finds he is iu» strong as the man oppos¬ 
ing him. Moreover. I believe he has a 
greater variety of blows than Tommy 
Burns possesses. Tommy had one blow 
which was his chief reliance. He would 
either feint or else get the other man to 
lead with his left, nnd would then upper- 
cut desperately with his right. This was 
the punch which disposed of Squires tuid 
all his other foreign opponents. 

But the blow had one drawback. Burns 
Is a man short In height, and when he 
sent in such a punch he had to bend hi* 
arm almost at right angle to land. This 
cut down his reach immensely In men 
who were many pounds heavier than he 
was. and who Invariably had the edge 
over him In height. 

A* a result. J hear, he was tn danger In 
one of his matches with Squires. Ameri¬ 
can boxers who were at the ringside 
have told me that he was swaying on 
his feet at on® time, as a result of 
Squires' punrhea In their bout ncAr Paris. 
France. This is not to be wondered at. 
when we consider the difference In 
weight. 

In Johnson’s case. Bums was simply 
unable to land his favorite blow, due to 
the speed of the colored boxer. But Jus: 
how Johnson’s speed will count against 
K«tchoi remains to he seen 
Ketchel has more of tho swing to his 
blows, when he wants to hind them. This 
may sound strange, considering that his 
snappy, short hooks and uppercuts have 
done so much for him. But I have no¬ 
ticed. In hi* bouts with Papke nnd oth¬ 
ers. that his straight punches were pret¬ 
ty well extended. As he has a good reach 
he ought to land a man at long range. 
That Is Just where Johnson lias had an 
edge In his bouts. He baa met men who 
do not use the old. famlllnr, long straight 
left as u defense And there can be no 
doubt that It can stop the average man. 
If landed properly. The British boxers 
have mode thl* blow too hackneyed. Tholr 
only idea was to "lead with left, counter 
with right.*' But It is one of the valuable 
blows fit the ring Just the some. 

Taken altogether, 1 think we ought to 
hear of a first-* lass bout when the m©n 
get together. And 1 believe that the dif¬ 
ference In style will make It all the more 
Impressive. 

It wasn't so very many years ago that 
one of the best-known sayings In the 
boxing ring was sprung. This was the 
remark about a good 165-pound man hav¬ 
ing a chance with the best of them. This 
was changed sonic what, into the saying 
that ho was big enough to meet anything 
on two legs, but the wording Is not In 
the old form. 

Still, It brings up a point which ha* been 
asked lately In sortie message* to me by 
correspondents. This is as to whether 
there Is any definite mark for heavy men 
In the larger divisions of the ring, so far 
us regards ability 

I can only answer the queries by saying 
that some of the most remarkable box¬ 
ers in the ring have been men of medium 
weight. Bob Fitzsimmons was one of the 
wonders of the day us a middle-weight, 
and. although he was probably over the 
limits of that class when he defeat*^ Jim 
Corbett at Carson City, he still was the 
lighter man. 

John L. Sullivan never was oblc to beat 
Charley Mitchell. aiUiough the Utter w*ai 
by far the lighter mun. One bout on 
Sullivan's record which credits him with 
having the better of Mitchell In New 
York, could not be considered decisive, as 
the police stopped the affair, which was 
originally carded strictly as an exhibi¬ 
tion. The bout went three rounds. 
Mitchell rolled out of tho ring 
once after losing his footing. but 
so far ns milling waa concerned 


he held Ms own. In the noted 
bout ncur Chant IIV. France. Sullivan wo* 
unable to slop Mitchell and the bout was 
held over, after being fought, for the 
most part. In a driving rainstorm, after 
the thirty-third round had been passed. 

Many good Judges who have been close 
students of Walcott’s work have told me 
that he was one of the hardest hitters In 
the r ug in h!a prime. Jack McKenna, 

I the rnan who brought out Abe Attell.. 
any* thut he always believed Walcott. In 
tho early 90s. would have been a danger- J 
r.ua man for anybody in the ring. He ad- | 
milled thut Walcott wo* handicapped by 
his lack of height and his subsequent lack 
of reach, corui ured w ith larger men. But 
he always figured that if Walcott could 
not wear a man down by playing for his 
stomach tliut he could pound him so af¬ 
fectively on the forearm* as actually to 
moke him lower his guard. 

McKenna founded this latter opinion on 
a study of Walcott * hitting powers. He 
said that h»* thought many of WaJeatrt 
victories hud been due to the latter* 
sheer ability to numb hi* opponent** fore¬ 
arm*, by constant pounding. 

As Joe wa* always around the welter 
murk, when ut hi* best, this show’* what 
a good little rnan can do. The small men 
of the ring hnv© shown tome of the most 
wonderful work ever displayed at boxing.

Tommy O’Toole !» being given credit for 
trimming Abo Attell In tholr twelve-round 
bout at Boston, last Tuesday. Referee 
Charley White gave Attell the verdict, its 
ho may have had to do on point*, but the 
hitting of the Philadelphia man I* said to 
have been better than that of Abe. 

The 2,000 spectators who witnessed the 
bout are said to hvve expressed their dls- 
u( proval of the decision In emphatic fash¬ 
ion. Attell'* habit of constantly sprint¬ 
ing away from an oponent I* not appre¬ 
ciated by m&ny spectator*, especially 
those who look to see vigorous action in 
a short bout. 

One time where Attell managed to get 
In a good blow was In the eighth round. 
He *vnt a hard one over to the eye and 
practically closed the optic for O'Toole 
In tho fifth Abe also made a good show¬ 
ing. us his ability to overbalance his op- 
jKinent with rigid and left smashes en¬ 
abled him to drive Tommy to the rope*. 

That is one point wherein Attell is one 
of the cleverest men in the ring. Even 
If hi* style does not please many of those 
who have watched him. lie ha* to be ad¬ 
mitted os the cleveresi hitter. In some re¬ 
spect*. that there Is in the ring. He has 
a faculty of letting a mun throw himself 
out of position by a lead, slipping the 
blow, and then corn<ng back wllh a punch 
which catches hi* opponent Just when he 
1 Is overbalanced. 

Audi's peculiar tactics of Jumping 
backward whenever an opponent tries to 
make a mixing bout with him once proved 
disastrous for him in St Louis. This was 
on the occasion of his bout with Benny 
Yanger, when Attell'* tart 16* wore him 
down to exhaustion, os he tried to sprint 
about the ring. On uevount of one boxer 
having fallen rather heavily on the ring 
floor the previous week, the ring of the 
West End Club had been heavily padded. 
Attell simply wore himself down by 
sprinting backward about the ring, try¬ 
ing to get away from Yanger Every time 
he mad** a Jump he sank Into the padding, 
while Yanger. who liored In steadily and 
persistently. was not much tired by the 
fooling.

Great Baseball Runners Are 
Made and Not Born To 
Sprint. 


SPEED PLAYS LITTLE PART. 


Clever Bag Pilferers Must Exercise 
Fine Judgment In Order To Beat 
Out Perfect Throws. 


COBB'S RECORD ON THE SACKS 


Pugilistic fandom the last week received 
one of the biggest disappointments it line 
b.‘<m handed in year*. After enthusiasts 
of the glove game waited patiently tor 
more than n month for the mlxup be¬ 
tween Middleweight Stanley Ketchel and 
Sam Langford, the Boston negro, to settle 
the matter of auprlorlty. Gov. Hughes 
ntepped in and hts official action stopped 
all chance of the bnttlb being held in New 
York Friday night. 

The blow that knocked out the fight 
came directly from District Attorney Je¬ 
rome, who acted on Instructions from the 
Governor. Jerome, through the Sheriff, 
notified the promoters that If anything 
In the way of a battle was attempted 
there would be arrests, and plenty of 
them. It wo* simply a case of enforcing 
the law* against prizefighting, according 
to th- State executive. The Injunction 
which the promoter* held was Just about 
as strong os a piece of tissue paper In 8 
rainstorm. Tho Injunction rentralned the 
police from entering the premises, and 
under shelter of this the Fairmont Club 
believed it was protected agulnst inter¬ 
ference. But the District Attorney, who Is 
clever In finding way* and means to (Jo 
thing*, succeeded In convincing the club 
that it had better call off the fight. 

It 1* to be regretted by pugilistic fan* 
that two such fighter* a* Ketchel nnd 
Langford could not swap punches to show 
which Is the better man. It has been a 
long time Blnce two fighters of such class 
as these have hooked up for a match, and 
ss evidence of this fact it might be stated 
that oven the smartest of dopesters al¬ 
most had given up In despair trying to 
pick the winner. 

Gov. Hughes, who gained fsme w hen he 
pretty nearly stamped out all Mirse rac¬ 
ing In his State, perhaps will now nut a 
Mop to ail prizefighting It would take an 
expert statistician to figure up the mim- 
l**r of teal prizefights. Just the same us 
Ketchel nnd Langford would have put 
up, since Hughes became executive, with¬ 
out number they were held in New York 
City, but not until now' has he seen fit to 
stop them.

year, stealing seventy base* 
in less than twice as many days, he sort 
of upsets all the form of base stealing 
and leads fans Into thinking that only a 
human tornado of the Cobb type can ever 
gain glory os a base runner in fast com¬ 
pany. 

As a matter of fact, the base-stealing 
records of the big leagues recall th* 
fable of the tortoise and the hare. As 
Mr. Thackeray puts It. "the race Is not 
always to the swift." Great base steal¬ 
ers are made, not bom. 

This is, In a way, a defense of the 
catcher. You can pick up a newspaper 

an<i re&d that B,n Bargan or 
Blll^ Sullivan or some other great catch¬ 
er had an off day. and so-and-so many 
bases were stolen on him." Dozens and 
dozens of times you have seen clean 
stolen bases. In spite of quick and fault¬ 
less throws. It Is a mathematical cinch

nized steady ability. It is. therefore, also 
a mathematical certainty that if a man 
is so fast that he can beat the best catch- 
er s throw to second base he should be 
able to steal every second time he gets 
on.

Judgment Beats the Throw. 

The reason that ho can’t Is that speei 
plays but a minor part In base stealing 
A catcher with a good arm can nail un 
Arthur Duffy by five feet at second, un 
less the Arthur Duffy in question relKs 
on Judgment than on his speed. 
Gather all of tills stuff In your mind unu 
you have (he answer: Bases are stolen 
on the pitcher not on the catcher. 

One day Big Chief Myers made an ob¬ 
servation that hit the secret of base 
running. It wss an evening In St. Louis, 
after he hud had a row with "Bugs ’ 
Raymond over a question of a stolen 
base. The Cardinals needed one run to 
tie the score, and there was one man oui 
when Konetchy singled. Bresnahan took 
Ms best hitter out of the game In order 
to let his best base runner run for him. 
He put 8haw on first, playing his cards 
race up. 8haw was to steal second. 

Now. Myers Isn't the best catcher In 
(he world. He is too slow on his feet for 
one thing. But he has got a head. This 
is hts first year in the big league, and 
It Is better than an even break that he 
will outguess any batter or baserunner in 
fast company. He outguessed 8haw and 
signaled to Raymond for a straight ball 
outside, after they had put one strike 
ovi.r on the batter, figuring that Shaw 
would attempt to steal on tho next pitch. 
In voJn he wigwagged for a straight one. 
Raymond Insisted on pitching a spitb* ‘ 
nnd. sure enough, 8haw stole. Myc._ 
didn’t have a chance to make the throw 
with tho "slobber ball" on a man like 
Shaw. 

When Raymond canto in after the In¬ 
ning was over. Myers waited for him 
and delivered a few remarks which for 
tersennse arid forensic power are worthy 
of a high place in the hlatory of the 
world’s oratory, but which cannot be re¬ 
produced here.

But that night the chief was moved to 
talk baserunning. "If you can only get 
that one step on a man," he said, "you 
can get him at second every time. If he 
Is anything of a clever boserunner you 
can’t hope to get more than one step on 
him—but that is enough if you can get 
It. Then you have to depend on your 
pitcher. If you ore baiting a rnan for a 
steal the pitcher has to throw* the ball 
where you can shoot It with the least 
waste of time. If he Is allowed to get 
five feet too far off first the best throw* 
In the world won't head him off ’’ 

Of course, tills is from the vlew-polnt of 
the catcher, but watch the records of 
stolen bases and set* the difference In the 
number piled up on a pitcher like Powell 
ami one like Brown or Mathowson or 
Bums or Doc White. It If what ball¬ 
players ca.ll a "motion to first." Some 
pitchers have It and some haven’t. Some 
can hold the best boserunner In the 
league to within a few* feet of the bag 
and others cannot prevent a rnan from 
getting a lead of pretty nearly a fourth 
of the wrny down. When a pitcher of 
this type Is working the catcher has to 
throw without aim or care, and conse¬ 
quently is more apt to make wild throws, 
which net him even a larger share of tho 
blame. 

The best proof that most hitserunnlng 
Is on tho pitcher lies in the fact that the 
best splinters In the league are by no 
means the best baserunner*. Old Bill 
Dahten was so far in that he could hard¬ 
ly shoot the ball arrow the diamond that 
last season wllh the Giants, but he wa* a 
dangerous man the moment he reached 
firft. He had that knack of figuring how- 
far ho could go on a pitcher. "Germany * 
Shaefer, formerly of the Tigers, now with 
Washington. ?s no speed marvel, but he 
stole more than forty bases last season. 
Johnny Evers is a fairly fast little man. 
but he steals ba?e« with his brains. One 
of the greatest pitcher* In the world once 
told me thnt he w*ould rather have any 
two nien In the league on the bast* than 
have Johnny Evers on first—and there 
are a dozen men In the league who could 
give him ten yards In a hundred.

Speedy Runners Not Stealers. 


George Browne and deorge Buy, prob¬ 
ably the two greatest sprinters that the 
big leagues have ever knowm, never led 
their leagues as bai*e steuelm. Bay w*as 
so phenomenally fast that he got away 
with a lot of slipshod work. Browne wh« 
a ghost In a sprint, but Dahlen could 
steal more base*. 

Reseller, of the Reds. Is a fast man. 
but that doesn't account for the fact that 
he leads the National League in tmee 
stealing, and especially It doesn't explain 
the fact that he lias stolen a third more 
times than any man tn the big leagues, 
with the possible exception of Cobb. 

Then then' nre many tricks of sliding 
that raji be pulled off on young infieldets. 
which net stolen bam* and give the 
catcher a black eye. But that, as Mr. 
Kipling says, is another story.

NO CHANCE FOR 
THIRD LEAGUE 


Formation of Another Big 
Organization This Winter 
Extremely Doubtful. 


SOME A. A. OWNERS NOT EAGER 


Many Teams In Minor Circuits Said 
To Be Controlled Now By Major 
Club Magnates. 


STALLINGS AFTER BIS0NS. 


U NLESS the men who ar^ilosely 
in touch with basebatl affairs are 
wrong, there will be no war this 
winter which will lead to tho 
formation of a third big organization to 
compete for patronage with the American 
and National leagues. Once the principal 
factotums of the Eastern League and the 
American Association had the idea that 
by oomblnlng the best cities on their re¬ 
spective circuits an organisation could 
be effected which would make the mag¬ 
nates who own the highly valued fran¬ 
chises In the American an& National 
leagues sit up and tske notice. 

This scheme would have had lots of sup¬ 
port last winter, but It will have mighty 
little backing during the coming cold 
spell. In the first place any newspaper 
sentiment that waa aroused by the alleged 
Class AA Ittiguca has been dissipated, be¬ 
cause the organizations which were keen 
for reforms that seem to be necessary in 
the baseball world never accepted the 
term* for which they were striving. The 
American Association and Eastern League 
obtained certain concessions from the Na¬ 
tional Commission, which has more or 
less power to act for the big leagues, and. 
after crying loudly for reforms, g^t an 
attack of cold feet and refused to adopt 
the agreement for which they originally 
had made a great fight. 

In the meantime peraons financially In¬ 
terested In major league clubs have 
bought their way into teams which once 
Insisted there wit£ nothing to It but that 
they were going to become outlaw* 
Somera and Kllfoyl. of Cleveland, had 
only a small share of the stock of the To¬ 
ledo club until the war talk was noised 
about, and they then got busy and picked 
up enough shares to give them the con¬ 
trolling Interest. As a natural result the 
Mud hr ns from now on will stay In or¬ 
ganized baseball, and will be a farming 
territory for the Naps, though farming 
athletes Is supposed to be prohibited by 
the National Commission 
Last spring an attempt w*ns made to buy 
the Indianapolis club, and the person who 
said he could deliver the stock renlgged 
on the deal, and explained to the would- 
be purchasers that a man connected with 
a National League team owned the con¬ 
trolling Interest and would not part with 
it for gold or precloua atone* Incidents 
files these show that at least three clubs 
of the American Association An* sure to 
stick to organized ball and will not aid 
any malcontent* in forming a third ma¬ 
jor league circuit. 

In the Eastern League conditions are 
about tho same. Every club on the p. 
Marathon Powers circuit Is so closely at. 
filiated with teams In the big leagues that 
their owners would hesitate a long time 
about playing a lone hand. Rochester I* 
more or less a farm for the Brooklyn 
club, nnd funs are puzzled to know 
whether Barney Dreyfus* or Frunk Far¬ 
rell gets the first call on talent in Jer*ey 
City. The one bit of reliable Information 
the scouts bring In is that Bob Ikivls, 
owner of tho Skeeters. wishes that he 
could be relieved of some $47,500 worth of 
stock in the Philadelphia National L< ugur 
club. He got the stock at $95 a share, und 
us he hasn’t the controlling interest in the 
Quakers, It is worth about one thousand 
times less than was paid for It. 

The Buffalo club, at present owned by 
J J. Stein and A. B. Potter, soon will 
change hand*. The new purchaser will hr 
George T. Stallings, manager of the High¬ 
landers. whb went to Buffalo with about 
$3,0Uft seven years ago and left there with 
a fair-sized fortune. The purchase of the

Through the agency of the real es 
late department of the Commercial 
Bank and Trust Company yesterday 
Mr*. W. W. Hite, widow of the late 
W. W Hit*, purchased a site in Cas- 
tlcwood with a view to erecting a fine 
residence. The actual consideration was 
withheld, but was said to be something 
like $7,000. 

The property on Broadway, near 
Fourth avenue, gold by Mis* Hast con¬ 
tains 63 by 180 feet, and the old-tune 
atone dwelling once owned by Dr. Yan¬ 
dell.

TO DISCUSS PLANS FOR 

BRANCH LIBRARY TO DAY. 


Investigation has shown that the 
negro blind tigers which are flourishing 
all over the city, without approval and 
hindrance front the Orinstead police de¬ 
partment, have been bold enough to 
run without license of any kind, selling 
liquor on Sunday and other days, shoot, 
ing crops and otherwise violating the 
law. 

The list of blind tigers run by these 
negro political clubs Includes the Fifth 
Ward Colored Republican Club, at 230 
Enst Green street, one of the worst 
which has yet been found, and a de¬ 
scription of which has been published; 
tho Young Men’s Colored Republican 
Club, on Tenth street, and the Tube 
rose Club, which sells drinks and con¬ 
ducts a disorderly resort near Tenth 
and Madison streets. 

The Tenth Ward Colored Republican 
Club, at 1215 Grayson street, has a 
Government liquor license, which Is. 
of course, prtma facia evidence 
that liquor Is being sold at that 
place. It has no State license, and no 
city license. That being the case, it 
would seem as if the taking out of the 
Government license should have glv*-n 
tho cue to the police department, which 
has been oblivious to tnese blind tigers, 
and which has disclaimed having any 
knowledge of tbern. 

• • • 

Are Not Sincere. 

If these protestations of Innocence 
had been sincere, and If. as the Grin- 
stead sponsors assert, the police have 
been doing their best to learn If the 
law* wa* being violated. Col. Haager 
would have had hls men look Into the 
place at 1215 Grayson street to learn 
whether liquor was being sold there. 
Apparently he did not. and apparently 
the resort, like all the other negro 
Republican clubs, ha* run unmolested, 
as far a* the biuecoats of Grlnstead 
and Haager are concerned. 

An Interesting sidelight on the char¬ 
acter of the Tenth Ward Republican 
Club Is suggested by the fact that 
l^ergt Lunn. a police officer, who wa* 
shot In an affray with negroes a few 
weeks ago. is hobbling around at the 
city hospital and probably will be able 
iO return to duty within a month or 
so, though bearing mark* of. the strug¬ 
gle he had and the wound* he re¬ 
ceived. John Haw kins, one of the ne¬ 
groes Implicated In that affair. Is un 
officer of the Tenth Ward Republican 
Club, and Bud Starks, who was found 
to have fired the shot which nearly 
brought Lunn’s life to an end. Is anoth¬ 
er prominent and active member. 

• • • 

Many Blind Tiger*. 


Although the four blind tigers named 
are the only ones that have been ex¬ 
posed thus far. it l* believed, from re¬ 
liable Information which has been fur¬ 
nished. that twenty-five or thirty of 
them are running, all of them having 
police protection and being conducted 
w’lth the approval of Grinstead and hls 
men. Most of them are run in ’dis¬ 
tricts where the negro population Is 
large, and where, therefore, the clubs 
have great power and Influence with 
the Republican leaders. 

At tho Fifth Ward Colored Repub¬ 
lican Club, the picture of Mayor Grin- 
stead divides honor with the pictures 
of Jim Watts and Tom^ Butler, negro 
pugilists. 

" INVESTIGATING” 


Exposure of Fifth Ward Colored Re¬ 
publican Club. 

It has been announced, as usual, that 
the Board of Public 8afety Is "investi¬ 
gating** the exposure of the Fifth Ward 
Colored Republican Club—a dive which 
allows its members to drink, shoot 
craps and "go the limit" on Sundays 
and after hours. At the time the Tube 
Rose Republican Club and Billy Letup's 
Republican Club were turned up for 
violations of the law, the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety announced that Capt. Pfau. 
In charge of the district, was being "In¬ 
vestigated." At the time it was said 
that Capt. Pfau was ill and off duty, 
and, of course, no other officer in the 
district could possibly know of any 
evil-doers In the absence of the cap¬ 
tain.
